It is realized within the United States Civil Administration of the Ryukyus 
and the Government of the Ryukyu Islands, asit was within the Govern- 
ment of Japan, that the population problemisacute. Thereis some lee- 
way in an increase of the cultivated acreage and an increase in yields 
per unit cultivated, but it is slight in relation to the size of the annual 
increment to the population. Industrialization on an adequate scale is 
neither feasible nor economic; major emigration outlets are not avail- 
able; fertility is high without substantial evidence of decline, while an 
already lowered mortality is being reduced further; natural increaseis 
high and may be considerably higher in the future. This is a familiar 
story in the Far East, and the number of people involved is less than a 
million. Therefore substantative analysis might seem trivial, were it 
not for two factors. First, this is another island microcosm for which 
the interrelations of population, resources, economy, and culture can be 
studied on a reasonably detailed quantitative basis. Second, despite re- 
moteness of area, divergence in language, and strangeness in culture, 
the Ryukyu population is now a responsibility of the United States under 
the terms of the Japanese Surrender of 1945 and the Peace Treaty of 
1952. The last major battle of the Pacific War was fought in southern 
Okinawa, and there today the dominant economic fact for the indigenous 
people is the United States Air Base. 


The Background 


The Ryukyus are dots in a great arch of islands that girds the 
Asian coast from the Arctic waters far north of Hokkaido to the tropi- 
cal seas of the Indies. They extendinirregular clusters from southern 
Kyushu in the northwest to northern Taiwan in the southeast; they lie 
between the China Sea and the Pacific Ocean. (See map on cover page.) 
In prehistoric times they were accessible to migrants coming up from 
the southern areas, down fromthe north via Korea and Japan, or across 
from China. Thearea is not hospitable for settlement, though, for land 
is poor and typhoons are frequent. Marginality in the rice agriculture 
of the East was a limiting factor for an agricultural civilization, but the 
great historic roles of the Ryukyus have been played under strategic 
situations where location was the critical factor. Naha, largest city on 
Okinawa Isiand, is 840 miles from Tokyo and 785 miles from Manila, 
440 milesfrom Shanghai, and 355 milesfrom Taipeh. Cultural and dem- 
ographic diversity within the islands was almost a necessary conse- 
quence of the combination of limited land areas, vast distances, and 
strategic location. The Amami group are near Kyushu, Japan, while 
the farthest of the Yaeyama group are near Taiwan. The islands of the 
Miyako group are close to Yaeyama but separated bya wide ocean bar- 
rier from the islands in the central Okinawan group. From Naha-shi 
in Okinawa it is 220 miles to Nase~-shi in Amami, 176 miles to Hirara- 
shi in Miyako, and 262 miles to Ishigaki~shi in Yaeyama. 


The indigenous people were presumably Ainoid groups similar 
to those inhabiting the more northerly islands of Japan. The peoples 
who came in during the legendary period were similar to those who 














moved into Japan, but the proportions that went into the ethnic amal- 
gam were different. There are traditions of descent from a goddess of 
creation andof a Tensen dynasty that arose inthe ancient days and ruled 
througha king whose sister was high priestess among the noro who func- 
tioned as guardians of the hearth, intermediaries in the spirit world, 
and counsellors in practical affairs. In 605 A.D., the Chinese or- 
dered an expedition tothe Ryukyus, which they believed to be "a land of 
happy immortals." In the realm of the quasi-legendary is the story of 
one of the defeated Minamoto chieftains who fled after the defeat by the 
Taira in the twelfth century, landed in Okinawa, married a daughter of 
a local lord, and became the father of the great Okinawan King Shunten. 
The earliest major historical contacts with China occurred in 1372 when 
a mission arrivedto request fealty and tribute for the Ming emperor in 
Peking. The relation thus established lasted from 1402 until 1873. A 
Chinese trading group settled in Okinawa; the sons of the kings and the 
gentry of the capital city of Shuri were sent to China for education. 


The golden era of the Ryukyus came in the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries when they became intermediaries in an extensive regional 
trade between China, Korea, and Japan on the one hand, the southern 
islands and southeast Asia on the other. During these days a Sinicized 
élite in a rich city drew away from the ordinary people, but asthe pro- 
cesses of change extended outward the peasants deserted the countryside 
and sought employment and excitement in the thriving towns. With the 
extension of Japanese trade and piracy and the movement of the Portu- 
guese up from Malacca, the trade of the port of Naha and the economy 
of the Ryukyus became inadequate to maintain the urban culture that had 
developed. Difficulties arose in relations with the powerful Shimazu 
family in adjacent Kyushu. Finally in 1609 the leader of the Shimazu, 
the daimyo of Satsuma, sent a fleet and an army into the islands. In 
1611 the king of the Ryukyus acknowledged his allegiance to Satsuma and 
submitted to a heavy annual levy. 


During the period of seclusion in Japan, from the early seven- 
teenth to the mid-nineteenth century, the Ryukyus were simultaneously 
vassals of the Chinese in Peking and dependencies of the Satsuma in 
Kyushu. Since the Shimazu family were among the great outer lords who 
retained appreciable independence under the Tokugawa, this situation 
was utilized to breach the seclusion decreed by the Tokugawa in far-away 
Edo. The Amami Islands were ruled directly, but Okinawa and the 
southern islands were left nominally free. Missions continued to move 
between Shuri and Peking, the Japanese withdrawingfrom public appear- 
ance whenever Chinese envoys appeared. The economic problem was 
difficult, for the relatively high proportion of urban people could not be 
supported at the accustomed levels solely by extraction from the farm- 
ers, and products had to be collected for the Satsuma tribute. The hu- 
man catastrophe inherent in the situation was averted by two importa- 
tions from China — the sweet potatoin 1609 and sugar cane in 1623. The 
sweet potato was suited ideally tothe climate, soil, and water conditions 
of the islands; it became the major diet of the people. Sugar was ex- 
ported to the Satsuma in Kyushu. 


It is possible that increases in population followed the introduction 
of the sweet potato, though there are no records of population changes 
during this period. The annals are concerned with the needs for re- 
sources and productive development rather than population per se. There 
are reports of reforestation and irrigation projects, storage facilities, 
and agricultural advances that permitted the growthof two crops of sweet 
potatoes per year. Continuing notes on catastrophes reveal the perennial 
difficulties of man-land relations; typhoons, famines, and epidemics 





























formed a trilogy of woes. Population estimates for the eighteenth and 
early nineteenth centuries range from 150 to 200 thousand, although the 
only known basis for any of the figures is the judgement of travellers. 


In the middle of the nineteenth century it seemed that the Ryu- 
kyus might achieve another transformation, for the United States was 
considering the establishment of shipping and trade facilities inthe area. 
The opening of Japan to the West precluded this development and con- 
signed the Ryukyustoabsorption by Japan. The Amami Islands became 
part of Kagoshima Prefecture, while the Okinawa, Miyako, and Yaeyama 
island groups were organized as Okinawa Prefecture. There was a per- 
iod of vacillating policy and inaction, for the Ryukyus presented com- 
plex problems. Their strategic value was reduced once Taiwan was se- 
cured. Economically, they were a deficit area; demographically, they 
needed outlets for their surplus population. Culturally, they differed 
from Japanin ways that the Japanese defined as backward. Land tenure 
was still based on a periodic redistribution of cultivated fields. The 
persistence of the noro priestesses, the use of tattoo onthe hands of the 
married women, and Chinese-influenced hair stylesand costumes were 
not regarded as appropriate for people who were nationals of Japan. 
Local dialects were not comprehensible to the Japanese. There were 
elaborate class structures to be liquidated. Integration occurredin the 
latter part of the nineteenth and the early twentieth ceniuries. Trans- 
portation and some urban facilities were developed, schools established, 
and public sanitation extended. The Japanese system of family records, 
the koseki, was introduced, and gradually the births, deaths, and mi- 
grations of some portion of the Ryukyuans were recorded for legal and 
statistical purposes. Okinawa was included inthe censuses of the years 
from 1920 to 1944; its vital records, its health situation, its economic 
activities, andits migrations were all included inthe relevant statistical 
publications of the government of Japan. However, onany objective in- 
dex it remained the most retarded of the forty-seven prefectures. 


The early yearsofthe Pacific War were not seriousforthe peo- 
ple of the Ryukyus. The youth subject to conscription were sent else- 
where for military duty, primarilyintoareas wherethe Japanese armed 
forces did not see action. By 1944, however, war was converging on 
the island of Okinawa itself. Major Japanese forces arrived in June of 
1944; on October 9, 1944, the Naha area was bombed severely. Civilians 
were concentrated in the northern part of Okinawa Island, but the fam- 
ilies of the men in the mobilized conscript reserves returned with the 
men to the south. The invasion began on April 1, 1945, the battle it- 
self lasting for eighty-two days; formal surrender did not come until 
September 10, 1945. The picture was desolate indeed at the end of 
the battle. Civilians south of the combat zone had fled to the caves 
and the hills. An appreciable proportion perished inthe course of mili- 
tary action. Deaths from starvation and disease were widespread among 
the evacuees as among those caught in or south of the combat zone. 
Practically all the buildings on the island were destroyed; large amounts 
of once arable land were covered with the debris of battle. As hostili- 
ties ended, the survivors were brought into camps and assistedas rap- 
idly as was possible to return to where their homes had been. Military 
government, initially withthe Navy, later underthe Army, was extended 
over the Ryukyus, including not only Okinawa Prefecture but the Amami 
Islands, which had been included in Kagoshima Prefecture. Since Ryu- 
kyuans were now defined as foreigners in Japan, they were subject to 
repatriation from the areas of the former Empire, the Co-Prosperity 
Sphere, andthe other prefectures of Japan. Bythefall of 1950 all oper- 
ational activities of military government were transferred tothe United 
States Civil Administration of the Ryukyu Islands (USCAR). Administra- 











tive andterritorial questions remained controversial, however. In 1952 
some small islands north of 29° North latitude were returned to Japan; 
on December 31, 1953, the Amami Islands were returned. The area of 
the Ryukyu Islands today is thus identical with the area which Japan ad- 
ministered as Okinawa Prefecture. 


The Growth of the Population 


The increasing population reported forthe Ryukyu Islands in the 
last decade of the nineteenth century is some unknown mixture of fact 
and fiction. Numbers were probably growing, but the Japanese system 
of family records, the koseki, was being established throughout the 
islands. By 1903 the population with honseki (legal residence) in Oki- 
nawa Prefecture was reported as 469 thousand, the population present 
in the prefecture as 476 thousand. From 1903 to 1918 the records in- 
dicate a population increasing at the rate of 1.0 to 1.5 per cent per 
year. On October 1, 1920, when the first enumerative census was 
taken, there were 572 thousand people in Okinawa Prefecture. From 
1920 until 1940 changesintotal population were slight; in the successive 
intercensal periods percentage changes amountedto -2.4, 3.6, 2.6, and 
-3.0. Between October 1, 1940, and February 22, 1944, the civilian 
population increased 2.8 per cent; the number of people on the latter 
date was 590 thousand, only 18 thousand larger thanit had been a quar- 
ter of a century before. On December 1, 1950, after war and repatri- 
ation, the population was 693 thousand, 17.4 per cent larger thanit had 
been the year before the Battle of Okinawa. From 1950to 1954 the com- 
pilations from the restored koseki indicate acontinuing and fairly rapid 
growth amounting to 81 thousand, or 11.7 per cent, in a period of less 
than three and a half years. As of May 1, 1954, the Ryukyuan popula- 
tion of the area that had been Okinawa Prefecture was 774 thousand. 





If we consider population by age and sex, divide the Ryukyu Is- 
lands into economic units, and consolidate time periods, we see some- 
thing of the complex interplay of high growth potential, migration for 
employment, war dislocations, repatriation, and blockages to migra- 
tion in the generation of growth. (See Table 1.) From 1920 to 1935 there 
was great variation among the islands, ranging from rapid increase in 
all age groups in the barren and isolated Miyako group to depopulation 
in the Amami group. Overall, however, the relatively slight changes 
in total populations were balances of declines inthe productive ages from 
15 to 59 and increases among youth and the aged. From 1935 to 1950 
there was a 13.8 per cent increase in total population, with the highest 
increases occurring in those age groupsin which before there had been 
the greatest decreases. The aged, who had increased 42.6 per cent in 
numbers between 1920 and 1935, declined 6.1 per cent between 1935 
and 1950. 


For the area of Okinawa Prefecture, it is possible to compare 
the populations enumerated at successive censuses with the populations 
that would have been expected without migration or the deaths of war. 
The populations used for 1920, 1930, and 1940 include Japanese only; 
the 1940 population includes armed forces whose homes were in Okina- 
wa. The 1944 population includes civilians plus those members of the 
armed forces living outside military installations. The 1950 population 
includes only those with honseki in the Ryukyus. The assumed mortality 
is that forall Japan, the "normal" for the years from 1935 to 1950 being 
assumed to followa straight line between the values of the life tables of 
1935-1936 and 1947. The deviations of enumerated from expected pop- 
ulations expressed as percentages of the expected populations are given 
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Table 1.

for the three decennial periods by sexin Table 2, attention being focused 
on those in the productive ages from 15 to 59. 


The extraordinary fact of population dynamics in the years be- 
tween 1920 and 1940 was the exodus. In the years from 1920 to 1930 
out-migration extended upward in the age span to the late thirties and 
the early forties; in the decade from 1930 to 1940 out-migration was 
slightly greater intotal proportion and more concentrated among those 
in the younger ages. The emigration of women was considerably less 
than that of men. In each decade the total population in the productive 
ages was only four-fifths that which would have been expected without 
migration. 


The population aged 15 to 59 in 1950 was 2.6 percent larger than 
that which would have been expected had there been neither migration, 
war, nor repatriation between 1940 and 1950. Men were fewer than ex- 
pected, however, while women were more numerous than expected. 
Among men there were major deficitsintheage groups of youth and el- 
ders who had been in ages marginal for military service in 1944-1945 
and so permitted to remain on Okinawa Island. Among women there 
were deficits atages 20 to 24 and at ages 45 to 49 and above. However, 
this population of 1950 was not simply one in which repatriation had 
compensated for out-migration; it was one in which the effects of excess 
mortality andnet migration balances had been interrelated factors, with 
cumulative impacts in some age groups, balancing impacts in others. 


In the analysis of the changes of the decade from 1940to 1950, it 
is desirable to consider two time periods separately, the one the inter- 
val between the censuses of 1940 and 1944, the other the period between 
the end of the war and the census of 1950. In the years from 1940 to 
1944 there was blockage of many of the usual channels of emigration for 
Okinawans, especially for women. There was also a withdrawal of men 
from the civilian population anda return migration of people aged 40 or 
45 and above. Losses to the civilian population through emigration and 
absorption into the armed forces amounted to almost two-fifths for men 
aged 20 to 29, while there was an increase of almost one-fifth for men 
aged 60andabove. The percentage deviations of enumerated populations 
on February 2, 1944, from the populations expected without migration or 
withdrawals from the civilian population after October 1, 1940, were as 
follows:

Between February, 1944, and the endofthe war there were ma- 
jor movements in the civilian population, further transfers from civil- 
ian to military status, the mortality of the battle, an excess civilian 
mortality, and deficits of births. In the years from the end of the war 
to 1950 those who had remained in Okinawa Prefecture and survived the 
war itself were subject to the .ncreased mortality of the early postwar 
years. It is impossible to ¢ sentangle the influence of these various 
factors in the net population change from 1944 to 1950. However, we 











have data on the non-repatriate population in Okinawa Prefecture as of 
December 1, 1950. The non-repatriates are by definition the survivors 
of those who were in Okinawa Prefecture when the war ended. Hence by 
comparing their numbers with the population expected in Okinawa Pre- 
fecturein 1950 without migration or war deaths we have a crude meas- 
ure of the combined influences of exodus and evacuation, civilian and 
military, andof war mortality. It should be noted that the non-repatriated 
population of Okinawa Prefecture is essentially what the population of 
that prefecture would have been had there been no repatriation. In Ta- 
ble 3 we give the deviations of the non-repatriated population from the 
population expected inthe same area had there been neither net migra- 
tion nor war mortality between 1940 and 1950. There is then added the 
percentage deviation of the enumerated population as of 1950 from that 
expected without migration or war mortality after 1940. These series 
of percentages indicate the contributions of repatriation not alone to the 
total size but to the component sex and age groups of the population. 


The reports of the human tragedy of the Battle of Okinawa are 
corroborated inthe data of the 1950 census. Losses were heavy among 
youth below the usual conscript age, among meninthe Second and Third 
Conscript Reserves, among wives who had followed husbands back to 
the south, and among the aged. Repatriation filled much of the gap 
among women below age 40, but the deficits of men aged 25 to 34 indi-

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cate that there had been heavy losses among the men who were in the 
armed forces of Japan. In overall numerical terms, however, the pop- 
ulation aged 10 andabove in 1950 differed little from the population that 
would have been expected without migration or war. 


Migrants and Repatriates 


The emigration from the Ryukyus was the expected reaction of 
an economically poor and culturally retarded people who had come within 
the orbit of an industrializing power. Initially people were recruited 
under contract, but major portions of those who went remained away; 
others followed their relatives and neighbors out into the larger and 
generally strange world. The numerically significant movements were 
not the heavily subsidized and closely managed migrations to remote 
wildernesses but those tothe great cities of Japan itself and to the Jap- 
anese ethnic frontier in the Micronesian Islands. It should be noted 
parenthetically that in the analysis of the migrations prior to 1945 we 
shall have to consider Okinawa Prefecture, whereas in the analysis of 
repatriations after 1945 we shall haveto consider Ryukyuans, for these 
are the waysin which the dataofthe two periods were collected and pub- 
lished. 


As late as 1920 there wasa relative balance of migration between 
Okinawa and the other prefectures of Japan; fewer than 10 thousand Oki- 
nawan people lived elsewhere in Japan. By 1930, however, Okinawans 
living outside their home prefecture had increased to 43 thousand. The 
ratio of Okinawan-born outside Okinawa to Okinawan-born within the 
prefecture was 8.1 per 100 for men, 6.2 for women. This migration 
within Japan was industrial and urban in destination and in the charac- 
teristics of the out-migrants. Three-fourths of all the Okinawan-born 
living elsewhere in Japan were enumerated inthe seven industrial pre- 
fectures; two-thirds were in the Tokyo-Yokohama and the Osaka-Kobe 
districts. The concentration of youth among the migrants maximized 
the services of the migration in the reduction of pressure on the labor 
market and subsistence opportunities in Okinawa. Net migration per 
100 resident population was as follows:

For 1940 there is no information on the Okinawan-born population 


living elsewhere in Japan, but there is material on people with honseki 


in Okinawa. They numbered 565 thousand in Okinawa Prefecture itself, 
88 thousand outside it. The concentration was even more decisively in- 
dustrial than that of the Okinawan-born in 1930. There were 42 thousand 
Okinawans in the Osaka area, 11 thousand in the Kobe area. 


The 88 thousand Okinawans living elsewhere in Japan in 1940 
were only a portion of the total exodus from the islands. There were 
57 thousand persons with honseki in Okinawa living in areas outside the 
Empire and Manchoukuo.

The Japanese Empire itself offered few opportunities to Okina- 
wans. There was some movement from the Yaeyama Islands to near- 
by Taiwan, but only in the sugar-producing islands of Micronesia was 
there any major need for uneducated and unskilled Japanese labor. It 
was Okinawans who furnished the laborers for Nanyo gunto, Japan's ven- 
ture in tropical colonization and development. No series on Okinawans 
in the Empire isavailable:for the year 1940. In 1945, however, civilian 
Okinawans numbered as follows:

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Thus our information on Okinawans abroad as civilians indicates 
that as of October 1, 1940, they numbered 88 thousand inthe other pre- 
fectures of Japan and 57 thousand outside the Japanese Empire and Man- 
choukuo; that as of 1945 they numbered 33 thousand in the colonies and 
Manchoukuo. As of March 18, 1946, there were 201 thousand "Ryuku- 
ans" asthen defined in Japan, but these included people from the Amami 
Islands of Kagoshima Prefecture as well as Okinawa Prefecture. Asof 
April 1, 1949, anOperations Report of SCAP andthe Far East Command 
reported 226 thousand Ryukyuans as repatriated, including 180 thousand 
from Japan and 45 thousand from other areas. Of these latter, 26 thou- 
sand were from Pacific Ocean Areas, including the Philippines and 
Nanyo gunto, while 17 thousand were from Taiwan. As of December 1, 
1950, 177 thousand "repatriates'" were enumerated in the Ryukyus, and 
of these 36 thousand wereinthe Amami Islands, 141 thousand in the is- 
lands that had been Okinawa Prefecture. If allowances are made for the 
movements after 1940, the heavy mortality of the early postwar years, 
and some return migration to Japan, these figures are reasonably con- 
sistent with those on Okinawans abroad in 1940. 


There are no data that permit precise reconstruction of the past 
movements of the Ryukyuan peoples; such data would not contribute 
greatly to our knowledge even if available. The broad facts are clear. 
Okinawans migrated outside their islands innumbers sufficient to per- 
mit the continuation of a precariously balanced and largely subsistence 
economy within the islands. The removalofthe migrants lessened pop- 
ulation and labor force; emigrant remittances permitted the families 
and the island economy toachieve generally increasing levels of living. 
When the war ended major numbers of those Ryukyuans who had the op- 
portunity of choice stayed "abroad.'' The Middle and South American 
groups remained largely intact; few individuals in Hawaii chose repa- 
triation. And in Japan itself on October 1, 1950, there were 61 thou- 
sand people with honseki in the Ryukyus. The major concentration was 
in the Osaka-Kobe area, with a secondary concentration in the Tokyo- 
Yokohama area. In fact, it is probable that there were as many Ryu- 
kyuans outside the Ryukyus in 1950 as there had been in 1930. For the 
Ryukyuan population to have continued in reasonably satisfactory ad- 
justmenttoits stable economy andits limited resources, however, emi- 
gration would have hadtocontinue indefinitely at the rate at which it was 
progressing in the years from 1920 to 1940. The alternative approach 
to equilibrium would have involved a decline infertility so that numbers 
could be maintained relatively unchanging at the lowered levels of gen- 
eral mortality and the lessened frequency and intensity of catastrophe 
that characterized the modern era. The improbability of such adecline 
in fertility becomes apparent on even cursory survey of economy, so- 
ciety, and population in the years from 1920 to the present. 


Structure 


In the years before the war, life in the Ryukyus seemed to re- 
flect a delicate ecological balance between people and means of liveli- 
hood within largely self-contained village communities. The departure 
of some of the sons and daughters permitted life to continue in the an- 
cient ways for those who remained. In 1920, 98 per cent of the people 
in Okinawa Prefecture had been born there, 85 per cent of them in the 
same commune in which they were living. There wasnovillage exogamy 
to take the daughters into neighboring communes when they married; 
there were few jobs in the island cities to lure boys and girls away from 
the land and its associated activities. The gentry and the people who 
served them in the ancient capital of Shuri were even less mobile than 
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the peasants; 91 per cent of all those in the city in 1920 had been born 
there. There was some expansion of economic opportunities in Naha, 
but even here almosttwo-thirds of the people were native-born. No in- 
crease in mobility is apparent in the data of the census of 1930. Only 
in Yaeyama where there were areasof unutilized land were there many 
strangers — and even here four people ineach five were born within the 
minor civil division of their enumeration. 


In the villages all people labored and most of them reported 
themselves as gainfully occupied. The predominant occupation was ag- 
riculture, with some incrementsinforestry and fishing and smatterings 
of the other labor groups necessary to maintain a localized economy. 
In so far as there was a change between 1920 and 1940it was toward an 
increasing dependence on agriculture, forestry, and fishing as sources 
of livelihood and income. The structure of the gainfully occupied pop- 
ulation in 1930 may be taken as representative of the traditional society. 
The following figures are percentages of the gainfully occupied in the 
specific industrial categories:

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There were regional differences in economic structure. The 
center for government, distribution, and commerce was in the central 
part of Okinawa Island; textiles were made by the women in Miyako; men 
fished in Yaeyama. However, the shi and the machi were rural towns 
if not indeed agricultural areas; even Naha had more than one-tenth of 
its gainfully occupied men in agriculture. 





The persistence of the ancient agrarian order of the island cul- 
tures is particularly apparent in the extent and the type of the partici- 
pation of women in economic activities. The pattern is strikingly dif- 
ferent from that in the central and northern regions of Japan, though 
quite similar tothatin Kagoshima Prefecture. The proportion of women 
gainfully occupied was far higher inOkinawa and Kagoshima than it was 
even in the agricultural prefectures of the Tohoku region of northeast- 
ern Japan. If Okinawan women are contrasted with those of Kagoshima, 
the proportions gainfully occupied are considerably higher before mar- 
riage, considerably lower after marriage. Contrary to the situation 
elsewhere in Japan, the proportion of women working declined consis- 
tently with advancing age regardless of the changing burden of child- 
bearing and household duties in the life cycle. In the. Ryukyus, as else- 
where in Japan, the utilization of the labor of married women was high- 
est in agriculture. However, the barrierstothe participation of women 
in non-agricultural activities after marriage do not seem to have been 
as great as they were in the more northerly areas of Japan. 


The greatest force of change introduced into the southern islands 
by Japan was the system of compulsory education for boys and girls 
alike through six years, combined with increasing facilities for middle 
school education in the islands and university education in Japan. The 
relations between age, sex, and literacy in the population in the year 
1950 illustrate the magnitude of the educational transformation that had 
occurred in the period since major Japanese developmental activities 
began in the years from 1895 to 1905.

The predominant education among adults below age 50 was that 
of the six-year elementary school. Attendance at middle school was far 
more limited thaninother regions of Japan, in part because of the late- 

















ness of the integration of the islands into Japanese life, in part because 
of the combination of geographical distances and economic retardation. 
It should be noted, however, that two to three per cent of the men had 
attended school the number of years that would indicate some university 
training. The picture of the evolution of school attendance and of its 
continued limitations intothe present period are apparent in the follow- 
ing selected data on highest grade of school attended by those aged 25 
and above in 1950.

The demographic structure was that appropriate to the social and 
economic conditions of the islands, but modified by the major disloca- 
tions in sex and age composition produced by continuing and heavy out- 
migration selective of males and of youth. (See Figure 1.) In Okinawa 
Prefecture the percentage of the population below age 15 increased 
gradually from 37 in 1920 to 41 in 1940. During this same period with- 
drawals from the productive ages andthe general aging of the population 
resulted in increasing proportions ofthe aged. Persons 65 years of age 
and above were 4.3 per cent of the totalin1920and 8.5 per centin 1944. 
Persons in the productive span from 15 to 64 constituted 58.3 per cent 
of the total population in 1920, 55.1 per cent in 1930, 54.3 per cent in 
1935, and 52.4 per cent in 1940. There was some "normalization" by 
repatriation and the healing processes of time, but atthe endofthe year 
1953 the Ryukyuan population of the area that had been Okinawa Prefec- 
ture included 40.4 per cent of youth below age 15, 4.6 per cent of the 
aged 65 and above, and only 55.1 per cent in the middle years from 15 
to 64. As theage pyramids indicate, there were major deviations from 
biological relations inthe sex ratios within age groups and in the rela- 
tions of successive sex and age groups to each other. The emigration 
of young girls left surpluses of males atages 10 tol4 and 15 to 19. With 
the out-movements of men, however, women were left predominant in 
all ages from 20 upward. The excess at age 20 to 34 amounted to 10.2 
per centin 1920, 21.7 per cent in 1935, 22.0 per cent in 1940, and 27.1 
per cent in 1950. In 1920 sex-selective migration had barely disturbed 
the age groups from 35 to 49; the excess of women was only 5.5 per 
cent. By 1935, however, the excess was 23.5 per cent; in 1950 it was 
29.7 per cent. Surpluses of women increased markedly inthe ages from 
90 to 64 as the migration-depleted cohorts of earlier years matured to 
the ages where the usual mortality levels tended to create excesses of 
females. The precise surplus amounted to 19.2 per cent in 1920, 18.4 
per cent in 1935, 25.0 per cent in 1940, and 28.6 per cent in 1950.

These are rough summary descriptions of the feminization of the pop- 
ulation created by out-migration and the decimations of war. The more 
detailed influences age by age can be seen in Figure 2, where the sex 
ratio is pictured for quinguennial age groups in the years 1920, 1935, 
and 1950. It is significant to note that from the standpoint of formal 
structure alone the influence of the deaths and disappearances of war 
was similar to that of an emigration selective of men. In fact, the sex 
ratios by age in 1950 are a reasonable projection of those of the prewar 
years when migrations alone were creating imbalances. 


Thus throughout the period from 1920 to 1954 the Ryukyu popu- 
lation was characterized by high ratios of dependent to productive groups. 
The social and economic burdens implicit inthis demographic structure

were intensified by the deficits of men that characterized ever increas- 
ing segments of the span of productive life. These are the bases for a 
population problem; but they do not define the essential population prob- 
lem of the Ryukyus. That problem was predominantly the fact of in- 
crease in the postwar period as contrasted with slight change or even 
decrease in the prewar years. In the 'twenties and the 'thirties there 
was a slow increase in numbers of youth, a sharp increase inthe num- 
bers ofthe aged. From 1940to 1950, numbers of youthincreased sharply 
while numbers of the aged declined. Rapid increase had replaced de- 
cline inthe numbers of men and women who sought labor and subsistence 
in the islands. That increase was particularly great in the age groups 
from 15 to 19 and 20 to 34. Before we conclude that there had been a 
correlated increase in the pressure of population on land, however, it 
is necessary to inspect the dataon changes in the size and the industrial 
composition of the labor forcein the years from 1920 to 1950. Numbers 
gainfully occupied in agriculture and forestry, 1920 to 1944, and the 
numbers in the labor force in the same categories in 1950, were as 
follows:

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Migration to labor in the cities of Japan or the sugar plantations 
of Saipan and Tinian had been replaced by movements for employment 
with the United States Forces, with companies that had contracts with 
those Forces, with American personnel in the Ryukyus, or withthe mani- 
fold service, transport, and production activities associated directly 
or indirectly with the development of the Base. In the last week of No- 
vember, 1950, less than half the labor force of the Ryukyu Islands, ex- 
cluding Amami, were in agriculture; for men aged 20 to 34 the percen- 
tage in agriculture was little more than one-third. As the more detailed 
data of Table 4 indicate, for Okinawa gunto, the labor opportunities that 
had replaced agriculture lay indirect government employment or in such 
associated activities as construction, manufacturing, and trade. Ap- 
preciable proportions of the younger women also labored outside agri- 
culture. 


Evaluation of the demographic significance of the postwar trans- 
formation of the labor force would be premature. There was adiversi- 
fication of activities among those who grew up in the Ryukyus in the pre- 
war years, but in that period a change of occupation involved migration 
from the islands. The people that remained behind were agricultural 
and rural, the contacts withthose who had gone minimized both by physi- 
cal distance and by the great gulf that separated life in the cities of Ja- 
pan or in remote areas across the seas from the life of the villages. 
In the postwar period out-migrants from agriculture remained in the 
Ryukyus where processes of diffusion could carry the material and psy- 
chological influence of the developing urban culture into the most remote 
of the villages. A population once quite homogeneous was becoming het -

erogeneous. The middle region of Okinawa Island was the center of the 
transformation; here rural youth came not alone from adjacent areas 
but from the other islands. Miyako remained agricultural as in the past; 
Yaeyama occupied an intermediate position. In each area, as inthe to- 
tal population, there was a separation of economic activities, and pre- 
sumably of ways of life, as among youth and aged, men and women. The 
elders remained in agriculture and the traditional occupations, while 
the youth took the new jobs. A more precise separation of functioning 
by sex replaced the old agricultural activities where menand women had 
labored together even though there was asex differentiation in the spe- 
cific tasks performed. 


These questions of the industrial composition of the population 
and the characteristics of the people by sex and age deal with individu- 
als classified as such; while in the old society people functioned pri- 
marily as members of families. In census enumerations there is no 
information on the family as such, but much as to the old society can 
be deduced from the data on the size and structure of households in 1920 
and 1930. 


The average size of ordinary households was small — 4.7 in 1920, 
5.0 in 1930; the proportion of single person households was high, 8.2 
per cent in 1920 and 9.3 per cent in 1930. The internal structure of the 
households reflected the economic pressures inthe islands; proportions 
of the gainfully occupied among family members were highand families 
cared foraconsiderable number of other people as laborers, household 
helpers, or just 'co-residents.'' It should be noted especially that the 
proportion of female heads is very high, especially for aJapanese cul- 
ture.

We can only conjecture as to what happened to household struc- 
ture in the years of war and reconstruction. It may be presumed that 
those family members who survived returned to reconstitute the famil- 
ies and households inthe villages from whichthe members had migrated 
or fled. Many of the repatriates had no places waiting in the village 
communities; for them life in Okinawa meant establishing households 
in the growing urban concentrations. The movement of youth for work 
outside agriculture left vacated positions in village households; this had 
been true of the emigration of prewar days. Inthe postwar period, how- 
ever, thenew households were established within the islands, in contact 
with the home but removed from the kinship nexus that had beena power- 
ful force both in economic survival and in social discipline. Moreover, 











restoration in any meaningful sense was impossible for the widowed, the 
separated, and the orphaned. 


Household structure reflects the family composition of the pop- 
ulation; as such, it is influenced by the rate of marriage, the age at 
which marriage occurs, the dissolution of marriage by separation or 
death, the frequency of childbearing and the rate of mortality, and the 
age at which children leave home. The key variables from the demo- 
graphic standpoint are marriage, fertility, and mortality, for on these 
depend basically not alone the growth of the total population but the na- 
ture and duration of the intimate relations within families and kin groups. 
In the Ryukyuan subcultures marriage was an affair of the family; it,

as the relations between adolescents, was influenced both by Chinese 
forms and by institutions whose origins lay inthe cultures to the south. 
Formal registration in the koseki was a legal overlay of the modern 
period; conformity to the requirements of immediate registration was 
still incomplete as late as 1940. 


The increasing proportions single among girlsintheir teens and 
their early twenties indicate that deep changes had been occurring in 
the presumably stable society of the villages. (See Figure 3.) The prop- 
er agefor marriage was inthe late teens; in 1920, more than four-fifths 
of the girls aged 15 to 19 were single; more than one-fourth aged 20 to 
24 and almost one-tenth at ages 25 to 29 were single. Marriage re- 
mained almost universal, but for many women it was long delayed. From 
1920 to 1950 the trend in Okinawa was similar to that elsewhere in Ja- 
pan — an upward movement of the age at marriage, an increasing pro- 
portion of the single at the younger ages. Similar trends toward later 
marriage occurred for men. It is probable that the postponement of 
marriage was associated with compulsory school attendance, the sep- 
arate employment of girls, migration, and military conscription for men. 
These are measurable factors; whether more intangible cultural and psy- 
chological factors were involved is not known. 


Marriage offered permanent sanctuary for only a minority of 
the women of the Ryukyus. Widowhood was frequent, since death rates 
were still rather high, andthey were far higher for men than for women. 
Separations were also rather frequent. The widowed and the separated 
among men remarried, but marked deficits of men and codes of the 
proper made remarriage difficult for women. The consequence of de- 
layed age at marriage, widowhood, and separation was a relatively low 
proportion of women married. In 1920 the maximum percentage of 
women married in any age group was that of 82.6 per cent at age 30 to 
34; in 1950 the maximum percentage was that of 75.7 at age 25 to 29. 
Remarriage among the widowed and the separated men had prevented 
any substantial increasesin the proportions of the single among men or 
women inthe postwar years. The widowed andthe separated cumulated 
among women, disappeared among men. Here again the effect of the war 
was tointensify demographic problems already present in Ryukyuan so- 
ciety, not to create them. 


Natural Increase 


It has been assumed throughout the preceding sections that the 
birth rate has been high and changing only slowly, that the death rate 
has been declining, and that the rate of population increase has been 
relatively high and probably increasing. That these trends and rela- 
tions among vital rates have existed is demonstrable from a combina- 
tion of observation, indirect evidence, and deduction from the data of 
the enumerative censuses. The problem is not the lack of vital statis- 
tics, for multitudes of figures on marriages, divorces, births, and 
deaths have been laboriously collected, carefully compiled, and pub- 
lishedin vast detail from the early years of the twentieth century tothe 
present. Enumerations of young children in the successive censuses 
indicate that birth registration has been so incomplete as to be value- 
less for analytical purposes. Internal inconsistencies, obvious irration- 
alities, and suspiciously low levels suggest that registration is just as 
deficient for deaths as for births. Reported numbers of births and in- 
fant deaths yield the following infant mortality rates:

Theexpectations of life at birth from Professor Mizushima's prefectural 
life tables contrasted with those for all Japan raise equally serious 
questions as to the completeness of the reporting of deaths at later 
ages.

The pattern of mortality by sex in Okinawa Prefecture differed 
greatly from that in most other regions of Japan. The childhood mor- 
tality was only a fraction of that in other agricultural prefectures. At 
ages 12 and 17 the mortality of males was above that of females; at age 
22 and all later years, the mortality of females was considerably lower 
than that of males. Perhapsthe characteristic patterns of an excess fe- 
male mortality inthe majority of the Japanese areas butan excess male 
mortality in Okinawa reflect the higher status of women and their dif- 
ferent economic role in Ryukyuan culture. Perhaps, on the other hand, 
there are systematic biases operating to secure a more complete re- 
porting of the deaths of men. 


Estimates of the "true" level of mortality in 1920 and the rates 
of decline thereafter would have to involve so many assumptions that 
their value would be slight. Estimates of approximate levels, differen- 
tials, and trends in fertility can be made on amore objective basis. 
Children aged 0 seem to have been enumerated with reasonable com- 
pleteness; in so far as there was under-enumeration it would result in 
an under-estimate of births. Since babies are nursed by their mothers, 
they are presentin the same areas as the mothers; estimates of fertil- 
ity made on the basis of numbers of enumerated babies below age one 
are not vitiated by migration. Estimates of the infant death rate are 
more difficult; we have assumed that infant deaths per 1,000 live births 
were 200 in 1920, 150 in 1930 and 1935, and 75 in 1950. The estimated 
birth rates inthe various areas for 1920, 1930, 1935, and 1950 are given 
here.

That the birth rates forthe years from 1920 to 1950 are reasonable for 
the populations concerned is attested by anumber of facts. The Japan- 
ese population in Nanyo gunto, a group predominantly of Okinawan ori- 
gin, had recorded birth rates of 45 or more per 1,000 total population 
year after year. In the Ryukyus themselves delayed marriage and the 
deficits of men would be expected to reduce birth rates below the levels 
in the almost ideal conditions of life in the Micronesian Islands. The 
rates in the year 1950 seem high, but the age distributions suggest that 
a postwar baby boom may have been a major factor inthe births of that 
year. The evidence as to decline in the prewar years is questionable 
in view of the absence of standardization for age and marital status. 
There is strong presumptive evidence of area differences, however, 
with high fertility in Miyako, lower fertility in Yaeyama, and interme- 
diate fertility in Okinawa gunto. 


The recorded birthsin recent years yield crude rates of 37.7 in 
1951, 34.8 in 1952, and 32.4 in 1953. In 1952 the rates were 35.0 for 
Okinawa gunto, 32.6 for Miyako gunto, and 38.4 for Yaeyama gunto. 
Since crude death rates forthe same year were 7.3 for Okinawa gunto, 
8.7 for Miyako gunto, and 7.5 for Yaeyama gunto, there is presump- 
tive evidence that there was also major under-reporting of births. 


In the 1950 census there was a question on number of children 
ever born. Comparative analysis of these materials for the Ryukyus 
and those from the 1950 census for Japan indicate that fertility was 
slightly lower in the Ryukyus than in either the agricultural prefectures 
or the gun of Japan, substantially lower than in the gun of the Tohoku 
region. If we limit the comparison between the Ryukyus and the gun of 
Japan to women living in first marriages of durations of 20 to 24, 25 to 
29, or 30 and more years! duration, we find the distribution of women 
by number of children ever born quite similar except that there isa 
greater frequency of women with10or more childreninthe gun of Japan. 
In general, data that indicate for women aged 50 and above 5 children 
per ever-married woman, 5.5 children per presently married woman, 
4.5 children per widowed and separated woman, and 5.5 children per 
mother, are quite consistent with the birth rates estimated earlier on 
the basis of the census age enumerations. 


Thereisfurther suggestive evidence inthe 1950 data on children 
ever born to women of completed fertility. Since fertility for any given 
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marital statusor marital duration class tendedto be somewhat lowerin 
the Ryukyus than in the gun of Japan, and since there was considerable 
limitation of one type or another among the women in the gun of Japan, 
it follows that there may be limitation practices in the folk culture of 
the Ryukyus. The fact that fertility is higher in some other areas than 
it is in the Ryukyus does nothing to alter the fact that fertility in the 
Ryukyus has been andis sufficiently high to produce rapid rates of nat- 
ural increase as long as death rates remainatthe levels of recent dec- 
ades. With death rates at their present levels, that increase may be 
rapid indeed, even though it may not have reached the rates of 2.5 to 
2.9 per cent per year indicated in the current vital statistics. 


Conclusions 


Materials currently available permit little other than speculation 
concerning the balance of births and deaths and the rates of growth in 
the premodern population of the Ryukyu Islands. If we can generalize 
from historical accounts and the reports of visitors, people have long 
been numerous in relation to economic resources. Concepts of natural 
adjustments or ecological balances are not particularly relevant, though, 
for stability was precluded by episodic catastrophe. The movements 
of people were relatively slight, but ideas and techniques came in from 
China. Central planning and guidance in agricultural practice contributed 
to the food and other necessities produced in the village communities. 
At some eras there were jobs in urban centers so that youth left the 
country; in other eras there must have been retreat from the complex 
society of the cities. Theories that people increased to the limits of 
their subsistence and were then decimated byinterferences withthe reg- 
ularity of food production are tempting, especially as one learns of the 
adoption of the sweet potato, the dependence on it, andthe famines when 
the crop failed. All this time, though, sugar cane was grown on the 
precious land and exported to meet the levy of Satsuma. There are in- 
dications in the cultural annals that Japanese practices of population 
limitation may have been indigenous in or diffused to the southern is- 
lands. The registration data andthe burial practices alike suggest that 
the life and death of the infant were matters for personal and familial 
rather than communal concern. Growth potential was highonce the haz- 
ards were reduced, however, for the restrictions sanctioned by the mores 
pertained to marginal situations or to conditions of severe pressure. 
The central values were familial, whether they were the common values 
of the hearths and the priestesses who attended them or the imported 
values of Confucian culture. Inthe Micronesian Islands, where families 
were united and life was good, birth rates were considerably above 40 
per 1,000 population. 


In the long period of Satsuma domination, the people ofthe Ryu- 
kyu Islands were protected against the rigid unification policies of the 
Tokugawa system. Much of the ancient culture survived until the late 
nineteenth and early twentieth centuries, and then the people were in- 
tegrated into an industrializing economy and an expanding imperial state. 
The conditioning of the modern transformation by the indigenous culture 
merits incisive analysis. The Ryukyus seem to deviate from Kagoshima 
and the other Kyushu prefectures in ways thatare onlyfurther extensions 
of the waysin which these southwestern prefectures of Japan differ from 
the central andnortheastern prefectures. The evidence supporting this 
suggestion is manifold and diverse. The economic role of women, the 
relation of gainful activity to marital status, the household structure, 
the characteristics of the urban populations, the sex differences in mor- 
tality, the relations of fertility to age and present marital status — all 








these appear to differ as between the culture of the Ryukyus and the 
modal culture of Japan. 


The rapid increase that might have occurred in the population of 
the Ryukyus in the prewar decades was blunted andat times eliminated 
by migration away from the native lands and the village society. This 
is the usual adjustment of a poor and predominantly agricultural area 
that is part of a rapidly industrializing country; but there are specific 
factors in the Ryukyu adjustment that merit further study. The "inter- 
nal" migrants to Japan, as the international’ migrants to Taiwan or 
Nanyo gunto, moved across the seas andthereby increased both physical 
and psychological separations between sedentary and mobile people. 
Those who stayed at home preserved a remarkably stable life; those 
who moved went into divergent socialand economic situations in diverse 
regions. Repatriation brought the former migrants home; they and their 
previously non-mobile relatives became participants in the internal 
movements and the occupational realignments that accompanied the buil- 
ding and functioning of the Base. 


We have spoken of indigenous cultures and of adjustments. Trans- 
formations within the islands and migrations outside them have not been 
the uncontrolledand "natural'’ responses of a simple people to the oppor- 
tunities and pressures of alarger society. Rather, governments whose 
seats were far removed from the islands have felt strong responsibili- 
ties to alleviate the pressures of population on resources. As early as 
1894 the Japanese government recognized that Okinawa was becoming 
overcrowded and adopted three major programs. The first was land 
reclamation, reforestation, and the improvement of yields on lands al- 
ready cultivated. The second was the colonization of Yaeyama. The 
third was emigration to other countries. There was agricultural im- 
provement in the older areas, settlement in Yaeyama, and emigration, 
but when the United States Civil Administration of the Ryukyus assessed 
the population-resources balance more than halfa century later the basic 
problem was the same. There were too many people for the limited 
lands, and natural increase was too great. Resolution had occurred in 
the prewar years through the absorption of migrants in the expanding 
Japanese economy, whether the Home Islands or the Empire. In the 
postwar years amajor portion of the surviving emigrants had been re- 
turned. A Japanese economy which could not absorb its own agricul- 
tural surplus efficiently had few opportunities for marginal laborers 
from the Ryukyus; and the former Empire areas were barred. In ad- 
dition, the United States Forces were occupying 45 thousand acres of 
land for military installations, one-fifth of all the arable lands of Oki- 
nawa Island. United States policy wasnot stated formally in its totality, 
but its components have been stated as such. The first was land recla- 
mation andthe increase of yields on lands already cultivated. The sec- 
ond was resettlement in Yaeyama. The third was the encouragement 
of whatever native industries were feasible. The fourth was emigration. 
The United States, like Japan, pursued activities that reduced death 
rates but ignored the possibilities of stimulated reductions in birth rates. 
High fertility was accepted as an immutable factor in the population- 
resources relationship. 


Total evaluation of policiesis not within the province of the stu- 
dent of population, but demographic facts are relevant to the analysis 
of policies. Furthermore, the search for solutions to population prob- 
lems is a legitimate field for demographic research. The Ryukyus of- 
fer data for both types of research. The facts are simple. In the Jap- 
anese period continuing exodus prevented a worsening of the economic 
relationships among people who remained within the islands, but the 
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"solution" thus achieved required continuing emigration. The liquida- 
tion of Imperial migration through repatriation left the Ryukyus ina 
demographic situation somewhat similar tothat which would have exis- 
ted hadImperial migration or movement to Japan never occurred. There 
is a backlogof "surplus" population in addition to current increase. The 
results of positive action programs have been quite inadequate. There 
are agricultural developments in Yaeyama, but in 1953 and 1954 only 
2,500 persons were resettled. Thereisaplan foremigration to Bolivia, 
the BolivianGovernment giving land, USCAR furnishing transportation, 
and U.S. funds in Bolivia being used to provide means of access and 
utilities. Inthefirst year and a half of the program 400 Ryukyuans mi- 
grated. There is great mobility, but it is not to exile in far Yaeyama 
or to uncleared lands in remote Bolivia. The Ryukyuans, as all Japan- 
ese, leave agriculture and the villages for industrial areas and the cit- 
ies; the preeminent destinations are the sprawling Naha region and the 
Base in Okinawa, the cities of Osaka and Kobe in Japan. As early as 
1950 only two-fifths of allmen aged 20 to 34 who were inthe labor force 
were in agriculture, forestry, fishing, or mining; three-fifths were in 
non-agricultural industries. Thisis reprieve rather than solution, how- 
ever, for employment related to or dependent onthe United States Base 
is not indefinitely expansible. 


The formulation of theoretical population policy for the Ryukyu 
Islandsis simple. Sharply reduced death rates insure family continuity 
and population replacement with small families. Limited material re- 
sources, low incomes, and communal cohesion in local areas create a 
milieu in which large families and poverty are associatedina self-per- 
petuating cycle. Giventhe absence of increase, the welfare of individual 
families could be advanced and more adequate facilities could be pro- 
vided by the state. This much has been admitted implicitly by all who 
decry the population pressure in the islands. The temporary solution, 
as we have said earlier, was to export the people who were excessive 
in the local situation. The permanent solution requires reduced fertil- 
ity. This reduction has not come automatically withelementary educa- 
tion, communication facilities, agricultural extension, or the other pe- 
ripheral influences of the industrializing state. It may be in process 
now with the "urbanization" of the concentration for employment with 
the Base. There may be some diffusion of the practices of abortion and 
contraception from the adjacent Kyushu prefectures of Japan, but the 
United States Civil Administration of the Ryukyus has not adopted the 
population laws and activities of the present government of Japan. Abor- 
tion and sterilization are not legalized, and the public health services 
are not working to train medical personnel and educate people for the 
adoption of contraception. Okinawa alone among the prefectures of pre- 
war Japan seems to retain a birth rate near the high level that existed 
when the industrial structure, the Empire, andtheImperial armies were 
intact, when all second and third sons could migrate to industrial areas 
within Japan, the Empire, or the Co-Prosperity Sphere. 


The formulation of operating policy to reduce fertility was post- 
poned throughout the period when the Ryukyus were being integrated into 
Japan. Difficult problems of values and means were involved. Since 
crisis was avoided by exodus from the islands, awkward questions as to 
the failure of government economic policies to lessen population pres- 
sure could be evaded. The basic maladjustment between the rate of in- 
crease of the people andthe means available for their support remained 
the same in 1950 as it had been in 1900, the major differences lying in 
the vastly increased numbers of the people who were involved and the 
greater difficulties of initiating action programs. Today there are eco- 
nomic complications in the autonomous status of the Ryukyus, demo- 











graphic difficulties in migration to Japan, and political problems in the 
adoption of positive policies byan administration external to the islands. 
In the absence of such policies, however, the anticipated demographic 
future is that of continuing growth and continuing search for temporary 
palliatives that remove people from the area but leave the growth poten- 
tial intact.
